State Departm ent said th a t at­ 
tention of the protesting govern­ 
ments has been called to numerous 
reports that German authorities 
in Nazi-ruled territories, not con­ 
tent with denying the most ele­ 
m entary human rights to the Jews, 
“are now carrying into effect Hit­ 
ler’s oft-repeated intention to ex­ 
term inate the Jewish 
people 
in 
Europe.” 
Those condemning such persecu­ 
tion, in addition to the three ma­ 
jor allied powers and the French 
committee, included 
the 
govern­ 
m ents of Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
Greece, Luxembourg. Netherlands, 
Norway, Poland and Yugoslavia. 
"The 
above 
mentioned 
gov­ 
ernm ents and the French national 
com mittee condemn in the strong­ 
est possible term s this bestial pol­ 
icy of cold-blooded exterm ination,” 
the statem ent declared. 
“They declare th a t such events 
can only strengthen the resolve by 
all freedom-loving peoples to over­ 
throw the barbarous Hitlerite ty­ 
ranny.

not escape retribution and to press
